To the inhabitants of the Town of Brookline, in the County of Hillsborough, in 
said State, qualified to vote in Town Affairs. 


You are hereby notified to meet at the Town House in said Town, on Tuesday, the 
14th day of March next, at nine of the clock in the forenoon, to act upon the follow- 
ing subjects: 


It. To choose all necessary Town Officers-for the year ensuing. 


2. To see what sum of money the Town will raise for the support of the poor, pay- 
ing the just debts of the town, and all other legal purposes the year ensuing. 


3. To see what sum of money the Town will raise for the support of schools the 
year ensuing. 

4. To see what sum of money the Town will raise for the repair of roads and 
bridges the ensuing year and say how the same shall be raised and appropriated. 


5. To see what sum of money the Town will raise for the purpose of purchasing 
Text Books and other supplies in compliance with chapter XIII, Laws of 1889. 


6. To see what sum of money the Town will raise to meet the necessary expenses of 
the Brookline Public Library or take any action in relation to the same. 


7. To see what action the Town will take in regard to observing Memorial Day, and 
raise money for the same or take any action relating thereto. 


8. To hear the reports of Agents, Auditors, Committees and officers heretofore 
chosen and pass any vote relating thereto. 


9. To see if the Town will vote to buy anew Hearse, or repair the old one, raise 
money for the same or act, or do anything in relation thereto. 


10. To see if the Town will buy the lot of land with the buildings thereon, now 
occupied by the Town as an Engine House, and owned by the Fresh Pond Ice Co., 
raise and appropriate money, choose committee or act anyway in relation to the same. 


11. To see if the Town will contribute to the care of the ‘““‘Town Clock,” so called, 
by hiring or leasing it annually, or raise or appropriate money, or act in any way in 
relation to the same. 

12. To see if the Town will vote to build a sidewalk leading from Mr. Wilkins’ 
corner to Mrs. Peabody’s residence, raise money and appropriate it for the same, or 
act anything relation thereto. 

13. To see if the Town will vote to enlarge the South Cemetery and raise money to 
fence the same or act in anyway in relation to the same. 


14. To see what action the Town will take toward completing the sidewalk trom 
the northeast corner of Mr. Bridges’ land tothe entrance to Dr. Holcombe’s yard 
and raise money for the same.

The Brookline Public Library. 


Originated in the Young Men’s Library Association, which 
was founded March 4, 1861, through the instigation of Mr. 
David Hobart. In 1877 the organization developed into the 
Brookline Public Library and occupied limited quarters in the 
rear of C. P. Hall’s store. Through the liberality of our citi- 
zens generous appropriations were yearly made necessitating 
the use of the old library room. This was the home of the 
Brookline Public Library for 21 years and it was indeed fitting 
that on that anniversary year our citizens should unanimously 
vote to give it more commodious quarters in the grammar 
school building. It was removed to the new quarters, May 
14, 1898, which had been thoroughly renovated and fitted up 
in a neat and substantial manner, making a library room that 
is a credit to the town. Nearly 1700 volumes are to be found 
upon the shelves besides many pamphlets. During the past 
year Judge E. E. Parker of Nashua, donated to the library a 
set, of eleven, of J. Fenimore Cooper’s novels. These will 
always be highly valued on account of the associations. The 
trustees also acknowledge the gift of two books from Mr. 
“Oscar Duncklee. The expense of fitting up the new apart- 
ment prevented the purchasing of new books the past year. 
The aim of the trustees has been to give to the public good, 
wholesome reading which will develop the mind and elevate 
the moral standard of the community. We hope the appro- 
priation for the ensuing year will be liberal. It will be neces- 
sary to have new supplements to the catalogue, a new ledger, 
a reflecting lamp at the outer door, and various minor 
articles besides new books.
